2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR i.8.4(p)(5) because 
they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: "21" 
(e.g. H 0020, 1. 1). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

Applicant is advised to be aware of the high potential of new matter 
issues arising as a result. Currently, the description in Iffl 0040-0042 of the 
specification and the drawings are subject to the same objections under 37 
CFR i.84(p)(s) supra.

; application to insure correspondence of the reference numerals between the 
specification and the drawings. 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the sensor and 

; reference mark (claims 3, 12 and 18); punch actuator (claim 6); and 'means for 
advancing the portion..." (claim 14) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 

j reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

8. Claims 6-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 6 calls for a punch actuator each punch actuator to move in arcuate paths. 
However, due to the lack of a corresponding drawing Figure, it is impossible to ascertain 
what mechanism or means allow for such movement. Thus, the claims are non- 
enabling. 

; 9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claim 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.

i. Claim 1 is vague and indefinite in that it is not clear what the claim 
encompasses. As best understood of the specification, it appears that 
differing rates of movement between the web transport and the clamp are 
associated with the second embodiment of Figs. 7-10 and not with the first 
embodiment of Figs. 1-6. The confusion arise because at least some of the 
dependent claims are generic to both. Please clarify. Substantially the 
same applies to claims 8 and 14. 

ii. Claim 3 is vague and indefinite in that it is not clear what the claim 
encompasses. What are the "sensor" and "reference mark" referring to 
when the drawings do not show any related features? Substantially the 
same applies to similar claims. 

iii. Claim 6 is vague and indefinite in that it is not clear what the claim 
encompasses. In addition, the phrase "the opposite side of the web from 
the first tool bar" lacks clear antecedent basis. No "side" has been set forth 
to provide reference for the "opposite". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

11. It is noted that due to the numerous issues with regards to the specification, 
drawings, and the 35 USC § 112, first and second paragraphs enumerated supra, the 
allowance of the claims may not be made at this time. It is respectfully requested that 
Applicant make all efforts to clarify or provide reasons for the above issues.
